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MILK LICENSE LAW 
WILLBE STRICTLY EN- 
FORCED, SAYS MAYOR 

Major Russell Sajs That Everyone 
gelling Milk III MayBville On July 
1st Must Have City License an 
Prorlded In Ordinance. 

Mayor Thomas M. Russell today Is- 
sued ordera that the City Milk License 
Ordinance, to which Health Officer 
Rice a tew days ago called attention, 
be enforced rigidly and every person 
telling milk In Maysvllle on the first 
of July must have a city license so to 
do or they must stand prosecution In 
tin city court as provided In the law 
adopted by the City Council more than 
a year ago. 

This ordinance is quite a large one 
and has many sections which are 
drafted with the Idea of protecting the 
citizen* of the city from Impure milk. 
Besides requiring all who sell milk 
to have a license, the law provides 
that the dairies from which the milk 
U sold shall be examined regularly 
by the Health Officer and impure milk 
will not be allowed sold to the citi- 
zens of Maysvllle. 

Dr. Rice says he is ready and will- 
ing to co-operate with the milk deal- 
ers selling milk in Maysvllle just as 
soon as the ordinance becomes oper- 
ative but Inasmuch as the ordinance 
wag not enforced this year and no li- 
cense! were issued by the city these 
regular Inspections will not begin un- 
til after the first of July when all will 
have had an opportunity to procure 
licenses and when all of the dairymen 
will have been listed In the city offices. 

Milk Is said by physicians to be the 
one food In which disease can be 
spread moat readily and the discovery 
of persons in the county with typhoid 
fever and tuberculosis who furnish 
milk for consumption in Maysvllle re- 
cently caused the Health Officer to 
call attention to the law.

Accompanying his report on the In- 
vestigation sent to the State Ubor 
Board was a recommendation that 
children between the ages- of 14 and 
16 years be permitted to work in this 
plant during the vacation period and 
It Is expected that a reply from these 
communications will be received In a 
very ahort time.

GOVERNMENT WILL 
MAKE A SURVEY OF 
OUR WATER SYSTEM 

Expert United States Army Sanitary 
Engineer Here to Make Careful 
Investigation of Maysvllle 
Wafer System For State 
and Government. 

Captain C. M. Harrub, (J. S. A., ar- 
rived here Wednesday afternoon to be- 
gin a complete survey of the MoysVille 
Water Supply at the joint request of 
the Kentucky State Board of Health 
and the United States Public Health 
Service. 

Captain Harrub will Investigate the 
local, water supply and system from 
all of Its angles and everything that 
tends to hamper a full and complete 
supply of pure water being furnished 
the citizens of Maysvllle. 

The local water situation has been 
quite a problem for some time. It 
has occupied the attention of the local, 
county and state boards of health as 
well as the I'nlted States Public 
Health Service and had the attention 
of the last Mason County Grand Jury 
which recommended the Installation 
of a complete filtering syBtem sb the 
only permanent solution of the water 
problem for Maysvllle 

The expert who is here has had 
much experience In the matter which 
will have his attention here and ex- 
pects to make a complete examination 
of every phase of the water supply 
system. He will also probably look In 
to the sewer system of the city as it 
affects the water Bupply and at the 
close of the Investigations will flic 
with the State Board of Health as 
well as with the city Mayor and Board 
of Council a report covering his find 
lngs during his Investigations and in- 
corporated in the report will be ccr 
tain recommendations for the im- 
provement of the water supply.

ESCAPING THENEWPORT MIL 

Four Prisoners Saw Their Way to 
Freedom in Newport Jail at Early 
Hour Thursday -Flrs't Jail 
Delivery at Newport. 

Maysville police and all other of- 
ficers along the Ohio River are today 
keeping a close look out for four pris- 
oners who escaped from the Newport 
Jail at a very early hour this morning 
and got away before they were missed 
by the jail turnkey. 

The fugitives are Charles Rick, of 
Cincinnati, who soon was to serve nine 
months in Ftankfort prison for 
breaking a railroad car seal; Stanley 
Hudson, no home, also under nine 
months sentence at Frankfort for an 
tomobtle theft, and John Hoover and 
Harold Clark, homeless men. who have 
been fined $1 and costs for trespassing 
on railroad property. Hoover and 
Clark were serving out their fine and 
costs and had but two more days of 
their Ave to remain in Jail. 

Because of the hot weather Jailer 
McNamara, taking pity on the men, 
had allowed the prisoners the free- 
dom of "the boat" as the corridor di- 
rectly in the rear of the northern 
first floor tier is called. 

The four plotters waited till all 
the prisoners were supposed to re- 
tire and then made their way into an 
unoccupied cell instead of to their 
proper cells. They had saws which 
evidently had been smuggled in by 
visitors and began work on two bars 
Lacking oil they used soap to silence 
the work of the saws. Through an

NATION-WIDE AUTO 
THEFT UNEARTHED 
IN BROWN COUNTY 



I'ortJuns of Many A iiloniobllos Found 
In Waters of White Oak Creek In 
Neighboring County— 
Arrests Made. 

With flood waters in White Oak 
creek, Brown county, Ohio, carrying 
down every conceivable part of auto- 
mobiles, and people finding nearly 
whole machines in the creek, while 
other parts are discovered Becreted 
throughout the north-central portion 
of the county, officials know now posi- 
tively they have unearthed one chan- 
nel through which disposal was made 
of stolen automobiles, through a na- 
tion-wide Interchange. 

Tuesday Sheriff Miller of the neigh- 
boring county, went to Mt. Orab, 
where he placed under arrest Wil- 
liam "Doc" Moler, taking him to 
Georgetown, where, after being taken 
before Magistrate OHara, he waived 
examination and was bound over to 
the grand jury In the sum of $1,000. 
The affidavit charges that he received 
stolen goods. Sheriff Miller has been 
making an Investigation during the 
past ten days. When he had traced 
a clue which took him to the covered 
bridge In the Brown's Chapel neigh- 
borhood, and had waded Into the wat- 
ers, found and lifted to the surface 
and showed certain marks upon the 
bed of a Ford runabout machine to 
Allen Curllss, of uear Hamilton. Ohio, 
who identified the machine as his own, 
he knew that he had welded the last 
link in a chain of evidence which war- 
ranted the affidavit, which was 
brought against Moler. 

As the investigation goes forward, 
proof is established that five ma- 
chines were taken direct through tte 
organization which resulted in the 
arrest of Allen Miller, who Is now in 
the Warren county Jail, and William 
Rhoten, now under bond, and Moler, 
who now has a second affidavit against 
him. Besides this, there is no end 
to the number of machines which are 
known to have been handled through 
this combination, stolen from other 
sections and delivered at a price which 
made their sale ready and the induce- 
ment to purchase the revamped ma- 
chines most alluring. 

Sheriff Miller tells of one machine 
which was so changed that only the 
radiator was left. Another big ma- 
chine at Hillsboro was brought from 
Toledo, and scores of other Instances, 
all of which Indicates the number of 
transactions handled.

War HcpartiiKMit Announces That An 
Average oi I !,.%«(» Men a Hay Will 
Be Retimed From Europe. 

County Agent George Kirk has just 
received the following official com- 
munication from the Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture: 

The War Department, through Gen- 
eral March, has announced that, dur- 
ing, each coming month, there will be 
returned to this country and to pri- 
vate life 445,000 of the troops still 
enrolled, This is an average of about 
14,500 per day. Colonel Arthur Woods, 
recently appointed Assistant to the 
Secretary of War, has been charged 
particularly with the duty of looking 
after the interests of the returning 
soldiers; and all officers and em- 
ployees of the Department should co- 
operate with him in this undertaking 
to the fullest possible extent. The task 
is one of far-reaching Importance dur- 
ing the period of transition from a 
war to a peace basis and should com- 
mand the active interest and support 
of all thoroughgoing Americans who 
naturally wish to see that those who 
served the Nation In the war for 
American rights and civilization are 
given every assistance In securing 
useful employment. 

The members of the Held force of 
the Department, especially, can in 
many instances .without undue inter- 
ference with the performance of their 
official duties, render helpful service 
by locating positions In 
munlties which returned soldiers are 
qualified to All and by putting soldiers 
in touch with such returned soldiers 
are qualified to I'> and by putting sol- 
diers in touch with such positions. A 
great deal already has been done in 
this direction, but much more remains 
to be done. Additional efforts will 
have to be put forth if complete 
cess Is to be secured In 
the soldier and sailor Into peaceful In- 
dustry. Find out how many men may 
be required In your community; as- 
certain specifically what qualification^ 
are necessary; inquire as to the rates 
of pay, and then transmit this Infor- 
mation, preferably in writing, to the 
local bureau for returning soldiers 
snd sailors, to the nearest tnited 
States Employment Agency, or to the 
State farm-help ipecisllst. In order 
that the matter may be properly fol- 
lowed up, s carbon copy of the letter 
giving this Information should be or- 
warded direct to Colonel Arthur

Frankfort, Ky., Jule 19.— Governor 
Black continues to keep his own coun 
sel in regard to the course he will 
pursue when the State Textbook Com 
mission convones In his office today. 

This much la certain: the Governor 
will state his views to the commis- 
sioners before any action Is taken in 
the matter of calling for bids for fur- 
nishing textbooks for the common 
schools, and he may offer an opportun- 
ity for any who do not agree with his 
policies to resign; but It is not be- 
lieved he will ask for their resigna- 
tions. 

It has been Intlmatod that the Gov- 
ernor is acting on the theory that he Is 
bound to call the commission togeth- 
er, because the order of the court set- 
ting aside the recent adoption and re- 
quiring the work done over, recites 
their names and says the commission 
shall reconvene. 

The Governor himself, however, 
does not believe that all these mem- 
bers should retire and another com- 
mission be appointed. It could not 
proceed In compliance with the or- 
der. 

That State Fire Marshal T. B. Pan- 
nell, who was one of Gov. Stanley's 
closest advisers and Is a frequent 
caller at the executive offices, has ad- 
vised the Governor to retain the pres- 
ent commissioners. Is denied by Mr. 
Pannell. 

It has been asserted repeatedly that 
Mr. Pannell was consulted in the se ! 
lection of the commissioners, and has 
interested himself In keeping them on. 

"No, I am not the Governor's ad- 
viser in the text-book matter," said 
Mr. Pannell. "I am for him, because 
I think he is the strongest man; but 
I do not know what the Governor is 
going to do." 

Louisville, Ky., June 19.— That Gov- 
ernor Black today would ask for the 
resignation of members of the State 
Book Commission was the unqualified 
statement made by supporters of 
lllack here last night. 

"It will be the first step toward the 
promised house cleaning by the pres- 
ent State administration," was the 
statement made at Governor Black's 
Louisville headquarters.

DAYLIGHT SAYING LAW 
DEFEATED OY BOTH HOUSES 

Clocks Will Re Turned Hack On the 
Last Sunday In October According 
To Bills Adopted Yesterday. 

Repeal of the daylight saving law, 
effective with tho turning back of the 
clocks on the last Sunday in October 
was regarded bh certain today as tho 
result of actiou yesterday by the Sen- 
ate and House. The former adopted 
a repeal measure as a rider to the 
agricultural appropriation bill, while 
the House passod a straight repeal law 
and sent It to the Senate. The Sen- 
ate bill now goes to conference, but it 
Is expected the Senate will adopt the 
House measure, making It unneces- 
sary for the conferees to consider the 
agriculture bill rider. Only six nega- 
tive votes were cast in the Senate. 

There Is much complaint about the 
defeating of the daylight saving plan 
especially In cities where working 
men have been given more daylight at 
their homes after work hours and ln 
some cities It is more than likely that 
the time now in vogue will be con- 
tinued under special city laws which 
may soon be adopted.
